Applicant has amended the claims to 
clarify that the Rogowski coil includes a seamless conductive member wherein the conductive 
member by itself is seamless. The prior art does not show the feature. The conductive element 
by itself as shown in the prior art has a discontinuity at the place pointed out by Applicant in the 
previous response
